For any b usiness purpose whatev­ 
er—b e it b lacksmith shop, warehouse, 
store or what not—a b uilding on a pav­ 
ed street will rent for enough more 
than it would on an unpaved street to 
pay for the paving in one y ear. 
Two y ears ago the Register pointed 
out :he necessity for, and the financial 
ard phy sical advantages of. paving all ■ 
the north and 
south 
streets from 
Broadway fo French inclusive at least 
two b locks each way from Fourth, and 
Third and Fifth, at least from French 
to Broadway . 
Already since the pres­ 
ent paving campaign b egan much of 
this suggested work has b een done of 
provided for. and the Register sin 
cerely hopes the paved district will b e 
extended as rapidly as possib le. 
As to the residence streets, we are 
no. sure the kind of paving now b eing 
laid in this city is the most desirab le
